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research suggests that this group has the 
most potential to be negatively influenced 
(Comstock & Paik, 1994; Huesmann & 
Malamuth, 1986). 

Most important, parents must help 
their children become critical consumers of 
all contemporary media. By educating 
children about the real-life consequences 
of violence, parents may be able to modify 
the appeal of violent electronic games and 
limit children’s exposure to potentially 
harmful learning situations. 
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
